THE PLATFORM 
OF ROOSEVELT 
In his address at Columbus, form­ 
er President 
Theodore 
Roosevelt, 
now accepted as a candidate for 
republican presidential nomination, 
told the constitutional convention to 
adopt the initiative and the referen­ 
dum, and to adopt the recall in a 
general way. He proposed, however, 
a compromise in relation to the re­ 
call as it shall affect the judges. 
Roosevelt's plan is to permit the 
people to recall, not the judges, but 
whatever decisions of the judges af­ 
fecting questions of constitutionality 
may, to the public mind. seem inad­ 
visable. 
Mr. Roosevelt admits that the re­ 
call where it affects decisions of the 
suprem e court of the United States, 
will ne difficult of operation; he be­ 
lieves, however, th at Its application 
to the decisions of the state supreme 
courts will be easy. 
It is to this particular item of the 
Roosevelt speech, which is regarded 
as the platform upon which 
the for­ 
mer president stands for the nomi­ 
nation, that attention will be direct­ 
ed. and we doubt if it will satisfy the 
demand of the 
western states in 
which protest against judicial legis­ 
lation is very strong. We can see no 
reason why the public should recall 
a m a jo r who does an improper act, 
instead of recalling that particular 
act, but should recall an offensive 
decision of a judge rather than recall 
the judge himself. While in some cas­ 
es the bad decision may be the er­ 
ror of a well meaning judge, it may 
a.so happen th a t improper conduct 
on the part of a 
mayor may have 
been equally well meant, and if we 
assume th a t by his erro r the mayor 
evidences either a disposition to do 
improper tilings, 
or incompetence, 
why may we not assume the same in 
relation to the judge?
